2015, Our Late Chairman of the 
Williamsburg Circle, 19th president 
of St. Bonaventure, is remembered 
for various important advancements 
during his nine-year tenure. He 
worked successfully to solve the 
grave financial problems faced by the 
university when he took office and he 
is credited with leading the university 
out of financial exigency.

Non-conventional definitions take a 
concept like the aesthetic as an intrinsic characteristic 
in order to account for the phenomena of art. 
Conventional definitions reject this connection to 
aesthetic, formal, or expressive properties as essential 
to defining art but rather, in either an institutional or 
historical sense, say that “art” is basically a sociological 
category. In terms of classificatory disputes about art, 
Danto takes a conventional approach. His "institutional 
definition of art" considers whatever art schools, 
museums, and artists get away with, regardless of 
formal definitions. Danto has written on this subject in 
several of his recent works and a detailed treatment is 
to be found in Transfiguration of the Commonplace.
